A couple of years ago I got a lead on a home full of radios. All my 
friend could tell me was the address in a town about 1-1/2 hours away. A 
couple of weeks later, in the area on business, I stopped by and met the 
widow. 


I seems her husband died about two years earlier. He had a list of 
three buddies who would help in the event of his death - except he had 
outlived all three. She told me she didn't know what to do, so she called 
in an antique dealer who cleaned out the cellar and garage of about 150 
nice early radios. I don't think she received what she might have at a 
radio related sale or auction. 


She didn't know where to turn, so she called in a dealer. He got the 
train collection too. 


Moral: If you don't plan on dying first (and you have the three 
buddies method) - you should make good plans for your family. At some 
point, perhaps, you should start clearing out some of the junk that you 
will never restore or use. This will lessen the load for the family. Of 
course you should keep some of your favorites until the end. And be sure 
to tell your family it's OK to sell them off after you're gone ( if that's 
what you and they want. ) Because there are sons and daughters out there 


with radios that belonged to dad who are haunted into keeping them, when 
they don't want to. 


I had a recent experience counseling a daughter with just such a 
problem. I told her what I told my family to do, and it seemed to 
help: "Sell off what you can and give the rest away. After that - throw 
it out." Of course they know where to sell off the good things. 


But don't any of you think for a minute that you're going to get my 
stuff. I'm sticking around for a while yet!

After a long dry spell I came up with a 1934 Hallicrafters S-1 (the 
first model of S-1). It actually found me. An old timer said that he was 
trying to give it to me for two years, but couldn't catch up with me. It's 
rough, Mr. Mouse lived in there for a while, but very restorable. 


Also on last Wednesday got a 6L6-809 rig built from the RCA Transmitting 
tube manual. It looks exactly as in the manual photo on top. (Underneath, 
not as neat as the manual wiring photo!) It's called "the economy" in the 
manual. This one was mostly just very dusty with saw dust. It will take 
some cleaning and rewiring to make it operational again. 


On Sunday at the Gloucester County Hamfest, Mullica Hill, NJ, I found the 
front-end of a commercially made 1937 metal locator, complete with 6 # 32 
tubes and the original Burgess batteries (now have white & chalky dust on 
them, but look OK), for $5. I have a homebrew one at home from the same era 
and recognized the look of the box. Later the guy I bought it from came and 
visited my Old Radio museum, then came back and gave me a cable with the 
flat connector for attaching a bug to a straight key. 


BA sightings at the Gloucester County Hamfest: NYE-Viking tuner (the big 
one) nice $125., CD-yellow Gooneybox - nice $30., a white Gonset IV, Ranger 
I, NC-183-D rack version $300., National 1-10, lots of books, tubes and 
parts from the local RCA retirees, two station wagon-loads from an estate, 
all small parts, chassis and cabinets. Everything went very cheap. Of 
course there was lots of test equipment for sale. Less than 50% of the 
normal sellers showed up (probably due to past visits from the NJ State 
Sales Tax Bullies) and about 33% of the normal attendance. This year the 
State Bullies stayed away, so next year's hamfest should be much better. 
This is the last surviving hamfest in southern New Jersey, and we need to 
support it. 


It was a good week/weekend for me.

Hi all, 


Well after some of the stuff I've written in the past about the enormous 
Tektronix model 555 scoposaurus, I've now had a bit of fun with the opposite 
- probably their tiniest proper boatanchor oscilloscope - the model 310A. 


This is certainly a very cute little thing - a "real" Tek boatanchor scope 
all in miniature. it brings out similar emotions to those engendered by our 
new puppy at home, a true Tek lover finds it quite irrisistible. 


This one is the A model - originally the 310 used those new fangled printed 
circuits but they proved unreliable and the A reverted to ceramic strips and 
silver solder. Electronically it's a typical Tek design - I say that because 
I was able to fix it before seeing the manual. Vertical response is only 4 
MHz and there is no delay line. It has 28 tubes and a 3 inch CRT mounted on 
an angle so that it can be viewed from above without parallax - like the 
Telequipment scopes that Tek went on to produce. The only silicon devices 
are the power supply diodes. There's no fan and the whole thing sits on 
longish legs to allow convection cooling. It gets pretty hot, especially 
above the power supply. Mechanically it's especially cute. Looking at the 


back you see a piano type hinge and eventually you find that the whole scope 
opens up like a book to allow access to the inside. It's very cleverly 
designed and tightly packed, which was a bit of a problem later on as you 
will see below. 


Mine was non functioning when I got it despite everything lighting up as it 
should. Good signs were the original solder spool still in situ and in fact 
the mains fuse was the original Bulgin (the scope was made in Guernsey). 
Inside it was dirty and there were a couple of obviously leaking British oil 
filled capacitors. There was no HV as evidenced by non glowing filaments of 
the 5642 HV rectifiers and I was going to put it away until I got a manual. 
On a whim I decided to find the -150 volt line to check the power supplies 
and this turned out to be -200 volts. A bit of sleuthing revealed that the 
voltage reference tube in the power supply had drifted high and was working 
at 160 volts instead of its rated 85. Replacing the English Electric branded 
tube brought the scope to life. This was the second voltage reference tube I 
have found to be faulty in Tek scopes. The first one had become noisy and 
caused power supply fluctuations in a 547. I would have thought faults in 
VR tubes were quite rare but apparently it's not so. 


Unfortunately there was a second fault that now became evident, and not an 
easy one either. There were obvious signs of HV flashover somewhere with a 
ticking that corresponded to the display disappearing. This turned out to be 
a problem with the CRT heater winding on the power transformer. This winding 
is elevated by a couple of thousand volts. Options here were a new 
transformer (unobtainable) or a rewind (very messy) or an additional 
transformer as described in Stan Griffiths' book. I picked up a little 12.6 
volt CT 500 ma transformer with 4 kv insulation but the question was - where 
to put it? There is absolutely NO spare room in a 310A. Eventually I decided 
to remove 3 twistlock type filter capacitors which were all dual 15 uf and 
all connected in parallel to give 90 uf. I replaced them with a 100 uf 450 
volt single unit which freed up enough room to mount the new transformer. 


The 310A now works beautifully. It's no 547 but then it was never intended 
to be. I have it sitting next to the scopeosaurus and it's hard not to smile 
when you see them together. What to do with it? I'll just admire it but I 
must say if I were an audiophoole it would probably be ideal for watching 
the music on the oscilloscope which will probably be a fad with them one 
day. It's compact, silent, elegant and has vacuum tubes with that nice 
silver solder that does so much to improve the subjective transient response 
on the screen :-)
